Plight of Prairie farmers to- 
day is, almost* beyond exagger- 
ation. But experts say the sorest 
blow wasn't dealt by the weath- 
erman, The crops rotting in 
muddy fields could have been 
saved if horse-drawn harvesting 
machinery still was available 

James Richardson & Sons 
Ltd. weekly grain market letter 
sketches the unhappy situation 
thus: 

The season got off to a bad 
Start with recurring rains de- 
laying seeding and reducing the 
intended sowings. An infesta- 
tion of both stem and leaf rust 
extended over the largest area 
yet experienced and brought 
severe damage. 

A cool, cloudy summer 
a lack of the necessary dry, hot 
weather retarded the develop- 
ment of the already late crops. 
Just when some of the early 
sown crops were ready for har- 
vest, a.cycle of rains developed 
which. stopped harvesting and 
caught much of the crop cut 
but unthreshed. 

Now, when normally there 
would be only the tag end of the 
harvesting remaining, 85 per 
cent of the crop is still in the 
fields 

Under the old-fashioned 
method of harvesting. where the 
grain was bound and stooked, 
the protracted period of wet 
weather would not have done 
too much harm. But under the 
present method of swathing, 
the grain has lain in the field, 
been pounded down by the 
rain and during the few days 
of warm weather has been dam- 
aged by sprouting and mildew 

Weeds are also growing up 
in the midst of the swathes.
